On Theft Charges; Loot Recovered 
'The Rush County Sheriffs 
department reports the ap­ 
prehension of a 19-year-old Ohio 
girl and her aunt on theft 
charges, investigation of a two- 
vehicle accident, and a speeding 
arrest.

Canada To Cut Oil 
Exports To U.S. 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Canada has moved to protect its 
dw indling oil reserves with a plan that will cut oil exports 
to the United States, by 100.000 barrels .a day on. Jan. 1 and 
possibly halt all exports within 10 years. 
Energy Minister Donald MacDbnald told the House of 
Commons Friday the National Energy Board forecasts 
Canada will lose self-sufficiency.in oil by the early 1980s 
unless exports are drastically feduced 
Canada now produces a bou! 2 million barrels of crude 
oil per day of which about hal|*is for domestic use and the 
remainder is exported. The United States now imports an 
average of 900,000 barrels daily from Canada. 
Mac Donald said Canadian exports to the Uni.ted 
States would be cut to 800,000 barrels a day on Jan. 1 and 
he will meet with the premiers of the western oil- 
producing provinces to obtain approval for a further 
reduction to 650,000 barrels a day in July, 1975. 
MacDonald’s statement was generally welcomed by 
'opposition members... 
Conservative spokesman Alvin Hamilton said it was 
*‘a report of confidence in the future of Canada, even 
though we have a 10-year difficult period to get through.” 
New Democratic Party spokesman T. C. Douglas 
said he was happy to see the federal government moving 
to protect Canada's fast-depleting oil resources, but asked 
if the phaseout couldn’t be made quicker. 
Douglas said he recognized “we can’t cut off our 
exports to the United States all at once. But we can give 
notice we’ll do it in three to four years .” 
MacDonald said the reduction In exports after next 
summer would be made on a year-to-year basis, with the 
amount of the reduction being dictated by Canada’s 
'domestic needs, 
The National Energy Board said in a report Friday that 
Canada would lose its self-sufficiency in oil in 7.3 years 
unless it cut exports. The NEB said an immediate halt in 
oil exports would extend this period by about two and one 
half years. 
MacDonald said “an immediate halt to exports would ’ 
be disruptive to Canadian-U.S. trade relations. It would 
deprive certain northern U.S. refineries and their com­ 
munities of 'the Canadian crude oil. that they have 
traditionally relied, on.” 
MacDonald said that from 1981-83 until new Artie 
resources or those in the Alberta Tar Sands become 
available, Canada would have to depend on off-shore oil to 
meet its energy needs.

President Ford met today for 
the first time with Soviet leader 
Leonid 1. Brezhnev to pursue 
detente in the frozen reaches ol 
Siberia. 
The two superpower leaders 
struck an immediate, jovial 
rapport. 
Their first “deal,” made 
jokingly over a table laden with 
fruit and mineral water, was 
for Russian snowplows to solve 
the winter problems of Wash­ 
ington D.C.

Grand Jury Indicts 22 
In Steel Firm Fraud 
SOUTH BENI), Ind. (UPI) 
Stockholdersot Bethlehem Steel 
Corp.. were defrauded out oí at 
least $10 million and perhaps as 
much as $50 million through the 
misuse of funds earmarked for 
construction of an Indiana 
plant, a federal prosecutor said 
Friday. 
A. federal grand jury here has 
returned indictments against 22 
defendants, including employes 
of 'both the steel firm and the 
general contractor for the 
Bethlehem Steel plant at Burns 
Harbor on Lake Michigan 
Richard Kieser, assistant 
U.S. attorney for Northern 
Indiana, said it has t>een 
esti n i a ted conserva t i vel y that 
$10 to $12 million was spent 
elsewhere in funds appropriated 
for construction of the steel 
plant on the shores of Lake 
Michigan 
Kieser said, other 
more 
liberal guesses have put the 
figure as high as $50 million 
Kieser says he has not 
pinpointed the exact amount 
involved. 
All 
22 defendants 
were 
charged specifically with mail 
fraud Kieser said the defend 
ants are accused of using the 
in,ails to carry out the misuse 
of the money In addition, one 
charge of conspiracy to commit 
mail fraud was returned, along 
with four counts of perjury. 
Those indicted included both 
employes ot Bethlehem Steel 
Corp.. and the Walsh Construc­ 
tion Corp., of New York City, a 
firm Kieser said tias been the 
main contractor at 
Burns, 


Harbor since construction was 
started in 1963 
Kieser said Walsh also has 
held construction contracts tor 
Bethlehem projects at other 
locations.

Peabody Coal Company but must go through regular 
Department of Administration bidding procedures in 
which the bidding is open to any coal company. 


Lugar Job Offer? 


INDIANAPOLIS (UP!I - Richard G. Lugar, the 
unsuccessful Republican senatorial nominee this year, 
said Friday he plans to remain mayor of Indianapolis 
through at least his current term Lugar said he was not 
aware of any consideration being given him for a federal 
job, despite rumors to that effect. Lugar said he has not 
decided whether to seek a third term as mayor after his 
current tenure in office ends after next year. He also said 
he was giving consideration to suggestions that he run for 
senator again in 1976 against Democratic incumbent 
Vance Hartke. 


Women Have Come A Long Way 


TOWSON. Md. (UPI) - Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
says the results of the last election shows a woman’s place 
is in politics. However, she said, women are a long way 
from exerting any kind of control in Congress. “The 
election has given us a new, younger and more coed 
congress, but we are not in sight of women taking over,” 
she told students at Towson State College Thursday night. 
“ It’s not our house yet but we finally established that a 
woman’s place is in politics.” 


New Package Tours Planned 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Five new package tours of 
the State of Indiana will be made available to travel 
agents by January, the 2nd annual Indiana Tourism 
Conference was told Thursday. The package tours were 
designed by the Indiana Department of Commerce as part 
of its efforts to increase the state’s tourist business. 
Details of the tours were not outlined. Lt. Gov. Robert D 
Orr commended Travel Indiana, Inc., for the progress 
made during its first year of operation. The organization 
is a statewide tourism association. Orr emphasized "a 
grassroots strategy for economic development of tourism 
which includes a working relationship between state 
goverment officials and members of the travel industry’s 
private sector.” 


Penn Central Dealt Another Blow 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The financially distressed 
Penn Central Railroad is being "burned" to the tune of $4 
million a week by the nationwide coal m iners’ strike and 
will need outside financial help, and aide to Gov. Otis 
Bowen said Thursday. The railroads which haul coal and 
some of the steel mills which burn it are the first 
noticeable Indiana casualties from the coal strike, and the 
continuing cutback in the slumping automotive industry 
presents a double-barrelled threat to Indiana’s economic 
future.

Marsh, executive director of the State Highway Depart­ 
ment, said he has been advised the Indiana request for 
part of $48 million made available through Public Lands 
Funds for 1973-75 has been rejected. The money was set 
aside for road work in national forests national parks and 
other public lands. The proposed w ork was for four-laning 
Ind 37 from Inter-state 64 to Tell City. Marsh said the 
commission will proceed with plans for the four-lane 
segment although this effort also is being blocked at least 
temporarily by another federal non-action

Chrysler Layoffs Affect 
12,000 More In Indiana 


DETROIT (UPI > - The auto 
industry's unemployment roll 
swelled by another 1,100 today 
amid reports Chrysler Corp. is 
preparing to announce another 
deep manpower cut - this lime 
in its white collar ranks 
The latest layoff word came 
from. General Motors Corp., 
which said Wednesday that it 
will idle 1,100 workers at its 
Delco Remy Division Plant in 
Anderson. Ind. 
A United 
Auto 
Workers 
executive said Chrysler, which 
already has announced it will 
raise its layoff total to 70.000 
before Thanksgiving, plans to 
idle about 
10,000' unionized 
clerical workers. 
Chrysler spokesmen said they 
could neither confirm nor deny 
the report. 
Douglas A. Fraser, the UAW 
vice president in charge of the 
union's Chrysler department, 
said “a great, great majority" 
of the unionized clerical force 
would be laid off. 
He said Chrysler told him 
more 
substantial 
manpower 
cuts were coming. 
“They said they were going 
to cut to the bone in salaried 
people 
during 
this 
holiday 
season," Fraser said. 
Chrysler announced two days 
ago that it plans to shut five of 
its six U.S. car assembly plants 
from the day before Thanksgiv­ 
ing until Jan. 6, a move that 
will add 43,900' Chrysler work­ 
ers 
to 
the 
temporary 
or 
permanent layoff list. 
Together 
with 
anticipated 
cuts at GM and Ford Motor 
CO., 
this 
could 
push 
the 
industry layoff figure before 
Christmas to 150,000—or about 
one in every four auto workers 
in the country. 
More layoffs are expected 
over the next three' weeks. 
Chrysler said it was closing 
assembly plants in Michigan, 
Illinois and Delaware in order 
to trim 50,000 cars from its 
original December production 
schedule. 
The 
company, 
the 
third 
largest U.S. car maker, plans 
to turn out about 15,000 cars 
next month, all of 'them, at its 
facility in Fenton, Mo. 
Chrysler has a record 120-day 
supply of unsold cars. 
Like its larger rivals. GM 
and Ford, the company has 


been caught up in a slump that 
made the first six weeks of the 
new- model year the poorest in 
sales in a decade. 
GM has m ore than 54,000 
workers idle this week. Nearly 
40,000 of them permanently, 
while Ford has 18,675 off the 
job, more than 10,000 of them 
permanently. 
Meanwhile, officials of the 
Michigan Employment Security 
Commission said Detroit's job­ 
less 
total 
percentage 
has 
entered the double-digit level 
They said the unemployment 
figure may exceed 200,000 in 
the metropolitan area by Nov. 
30. 
"We expect to handle 20,000 
to 30,000 new^ claims a week for 
the rest of the year," Taylor 
said. “ We’ve already handled 
about that many in the past 
week or so.”

THEY TOIL NOT. BUT SPIN 


The country is full of people who like to reap where 
they have not sown, to gather where they have not 
planted; and among them are the professional consumer 
advocates who produce nothing for anybody to consume 
but unrest. 


For generations, the first thing an industry that 
wanted to raise prices did was to get together and con­ 
spire to keep its members or practitioners from ad­ 
vertising. It has been done successfully in the health field, 
where prices have been rising at an inordinate rate and 
where the supply has been carefully controlled. The 
government has attempted at various times to cut the 
price spread, for instance, in the optical industry, but at 
the same time, under a code of so-called “ethics,” that 
industry has successfully fought off most forms of price 
■competition. A key element in this price competition is 
advertising. 


Now it happens that right now the food industry is the 
target of a good many operators w ho want to make points 
with the people by sympathizing with them over the cost 
of their sustenance. 


The first thing they took out after was profits But if 
you wiped out all the profits in the food business, you’d cut 
the cost of a dollar's worth of eating stuff only by four- 
tenths of a 'Cent. And: if you did this, you’d eliminate the 
guy who’s making the food available to you. the food 
merchant. The average food chain makes 56-100 of one per 
cent on the1 total volume of its .sales. Now this isn’t 
markup, it’s profit. The markup has to cover the costs of 
buildings taxes, and labor; and taxes and labor are out of 
control because one is a government monopoly and the 
other is a private monopoly sponsored by the government. 


So now the friends of the people are taking out after 
advertising They say it adds too much to the cost of food 
Well, if they abolish advertising, our guess is tlhat it would 
cut off about the same amount as abolishing profits. And 
the net effect would be to raise, not lower, prices. 


Without advertising, the merchants couldn't move the 
products in plentiful .supply. Housewives would not know 
where to go to buy what. Perhaps the consumer zealots 
would say that the newspapers should run the ads for 
nothing. The' problem with this is that it would put the 
newspapers out of business. Then the zealots would say the 
goverment should put out mimeographed bulletins. This 
would cost a lot more than running newspapers, 'because 
the average government public relations chap grinds out 
one or two stories a week and thinks he’s earned his living. 
It no doubt would take three clerks and 65 experts to line 
ig> one food price chart. 


What these hot-eyed people want is not lower food 
prices for the multitudes. What they want is socialization. 
They want everybody to work for the government. What 
they want is for everybody to be a lazy bum, dependent on 
somebody else, namely them, for instruction on when to 
sow, when to reap, when to plant, when to stand up, when 
to sit down, when to talk, when to be silent, when to laugh, 
and when to mourn. They are power fanatics, and they are 
selling the American people the biggest pile of rot that's 
ever been heaped upon them.

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HISTORY and HEARSAY 


A WEEKLY HOOSIE* HISTORICAL COLUMN 
By Laura Brett .and Rev. Joseph. Delgatto 


One of the favorite exhibits at 
the C hildren’s Museum in 
Indianapolis is an authentic 
Conestoga wagon with the date 
1803 painted on its tailgate. With 
its white top, red bed and blue 
running gear, it presents a very 
patriotic appearance, but the 
makers of the wagons were not 
thinking in term s of patriotism 
when they concocted this color 
scheme. 
They 
were merely 
using what was cheap and 
available. 
The most famous wheeled 
vehicle 
for 
transporting 
families to new homes in the 
w estern 
te r r i tor i es, 
the 
Conestoga 
wagon 
was 
developed in 
the Conestoga 
River valley of L ancaster 
County, Pennsylvania. It was 
'especially designed by local 
craftsm en 
to 
m eet 
needs 
peculiar to the times and place. 
The first carts that went west 
had been two wheeled ones, but 
these could not carry large 
loads. The Lancaster countians 
added two more wheels so every 
wagon could carry loads of 
from four to six tons. 
Since the roads over which 
these wagons must travel were 
m ountainous 
and 
steeply 
graded, often soft from rains, 
and having no bridges, the 
wheel were designed high 
enough to cross a rising stream 
and wide enough not to sink into 
soft ground easily. The rear 
ones were five to six feet in 
diameter and the front ones 
slightly smaller. The hubs were 
of gum. or poplar and were 
reinforced with wrought iron 
bands. There were fourteen to 
sixteen spokes of hickory and 
the fellows were made of oak. 
The rugged iron tires were at 
least 
■'2 
inch 
thick 
and 
sometimes a foot wide. 
These great wheels were 
formed with a slight “dish” and 
were mounted on cone shaped 
oak axletrees so that they toed 
in. This helped to control the 
wagons on the mountain grades. 
Wheels, had to be lubricated 
often by raising the wagon bed 
on jacks, removing the wheels 
and applying a heavy duty 
mixture of pine tar and lard. 
'This, was carried in a tar pot 
made from a section of a poplar 
log and hung by a piece of 
leather thong on the tail gate on 
the wagon. Messy and hard 
though 'this .job was, it was one 
that could not be shirked. To 
lose a wheel on the road was 
nothing short of disaster... 
When 
descending 
steep 
grades, the big wheels were not 
only retarded, by heavy brake 
shoes burning against their iron 
tires, there were also long 
chains or skids lashed in front of 
them and under them to slow 
their turning. Thus they could 
be slowly eased down the 
mountain sides. 
A runaway 
wagon was one of the most 
feared things on the frontier. 
The 
wagon 
beds 
were 
specially designed, too. They 
were deeply curved both bow 
and stern and the center of the 
bed dipped downward much as a 
boat does. This placed the 
center of gravity in the center of 
the bed and prevented the load 
from shifting, allowing the 
wagon to go up and down the 
mountains without spills. The 
beds measured about sixteen 
feet in length and were wide 
enough at the center to place 
two barrels of flour abreast, or 
one hogshead. Traditionally the 
side 
panels 
had 
three 
longitudinal rails and eight 
verticle standards m ortised 
through them. 
Over the bed were eight to 
twelve hickory ribs that sup­ 
ported. the hand, woven canvas 
canopy. This white top dipped in 
the middle as did the bed, and 
resembled an old fashioned 
ladies' bonnet with flared out 
ends. It protected the cargo 
from dust and rain. 
Hardware was individually 
designed by Lancaster County 
smiths. The wagons had one 
draught pole in the center of the 
wagon instead of two shafts as 
had earlier wagons. A single 
long rein called a “jerk line” 
was used by the driver to direct 
the six horses needed to pull 
these heavy wagons. The driver 
usually walked along side the 
wheel horse on the left, but if the 
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trip was a long one, he might 
ride on a special “jump seat" or 
“lazy board” placed always on 
the left side of the wagon. 
A special breed of horse called 
Conestoga horses were bred in 
Lancaster County to pull these 
wagons. Now extinct, their 
origin was unknown, but they 
were one of the finest draft, 
horses ever bred. Standing 16‘^ 
to 17'ü hands high and weighing 
from 1600 to 1700 pounds, each, 
they were black in color and 
were 
solid, 
chunky 
and 
possessed 
of am azing 
en­ 
durance. On good roads in good 
weather, they might pull these 
monsterous loads as far as 
eighteen miles in one day. 
The horses were fed en route 
from feed boxes constructed as 
part of the tail gate of the 
wagons. Each horse wore bells 
to warn other drivers of the 
approaching wagons in the 
dark, and around dangerous 
curves. There were five bells on 
each lead horse and four on each 
of the middle horses with only 
three on the wheel horses. When 
an unlucky or inept driver got 
stuck and had to have help from 
a farmer to get back on the 
road, the farmers asked for 
these bells as payment. Thus we 
got our expression - to arrive 
with bells on. This meant a safe 
trip with no mishaps. 
Calling cigars “stogies” also 
barkens back to these times. 
The professional waggoners 
liked their long, four cent 
cigars, which came to be called 
Conestogas, then was shortened 
to stogies. The waggoners were 
a colorful breed, carrying their 
bed rolls with them and sleeping 
beneath the stars in good 
weather, frequenting the tav­ 
erns of the day in bad. Dressed 
in their high leather boots, red 
flannel 
shirts 
and 
broad 
brimmed hats they smoked 
their 
stogies, 
drank 
Monongahela whiskey at 3c a 
glass, danced, sang and talked 
politics with the natives along 
their route. They were carriers 
of news as well as merchandise, 
and were always welcomed and 
given the best wherever they 
went. 
The 
waggoners 
and 
the 
wagons have gone their way, 
faded into the past as railroads 
did away with the need for 
them , but the superstitious 
people who live along the routes 
they once traveled swear on 
moonlight nights when the wind 
is from the east you can still see 
their dark shadows plodding 
westward and catch the sounds 
of their whips cracking as they 
pass.
